TWO Ramsgate grammar schools 
have agreed to operate under a single 
board of governors in the first step 
towards a merger. 

Control of Clarendon House and Chatham 
House schools will be combined after Christmas 
if the plans get the go-ahead. 

The schools will maintain independent identi¬ 
ties but be governed by the same body - which 
will be known as a federation. 

An executive head-teacher will oversee them, with 
a head of school operating on the separate sites. 

The Kent Test will still determine who goes to 
the schools, which will initially remain on their 
current sites. 

However, in a letter sent out to Clarendon 
House friends, supporters and parents, it is 
stated that as part of the Building Schools For 
The Future programme, new buildings will 
appear on the Chatham House campus with a 
view to a “co-location of the two schools”. 

Chatham House head-teacher John Matthews 
said: “If the consultation goes through, there will 
be one governing body after Christmas and the 
governors will be made up of existing members of 
both governing bodies.” 

He added: “We wouldn’t have got the money to 
rebuild the two schools if we had not gone down 
the federation route.” 

He added: “It’s hugely exciting. Between us we 
have 500 youngsters in our sixth forms and it will 
give huge opportunities. 

“Hopefully we will be able to retain what is best 
of the old and have new buildings. The proposals 
are to keep the schools separate, so we’ll teach 
girls and boys separately, which enables us to 
keep the best of both worlds.”

Blues reassure 
fans: club's not 
underthreat

MARGATE Football Club 
have been served a winding- 
up petition by HM Reven¬ 
ue and Customs. 

The Blues are in trouble with the 
taxman over unpaid fees and have 
now delayed the development of 
home ground Hartsdown Park until 
March 2009. 

However, despite fears the club 
could go under, majority sharehold¬ 
er Keith Piper reassured fans the 
club’s future is not under threat. 

He told football weekly The Non 
League Paper: “We are confident the 
future of the club will be secure. 

“The work will start on developing 
the ground in March rather than 
January and that has made them a 
bit jumpy. 

“We have a couple of avenues to 
explore to find the money in the 
meantime and the club directors 
will be meeting this week to discuss 
these. 

“I’m not prepared to discuss what 
we have in the pipeline or how much 
we owe, but I’m confident the situa¬ 
tion will be resolved this week and 
the money can be paid off.” 

Tom McKenna, chairman of the 
Margate Independent Supporters 
Association, is confident that Mr 
Piper will pull the club through. 


He said: “Keith says it’ll be fine, it 
will be fine. He has guided the club 
through more than this and we have 
faith he will get the club through 
this.” 

Director Colin Page also con¬ 
firmed the club would now be look¬ 
ing at March, rather than January, 
to start work on the stadium and 
that a meeting of the directors had 
been called to discuss the situation. 

The club also made a statement 
on its website last week. 

It said: “This second petition 
relates to the same monies owing 
from the previous CVA. The club is 
investigating a number of possible 
avenues and will report more as 
soon as decisions are made.” 

Margate have had a mixed start to 
the new season. 

They were knocked out of the FA 
Cup by Worthing in the first qualify¬ 
ing round and are near the bottom 
of the Ryman Premier League, 
although they had an excellent win 
on Saturday. 

The start follows a summer of 
boardroom wrangling which saw 
former chairman Malcolm Rowlett 
depart and Mr Piper take control. 

The club dismissed manager Rob¬ 
in Trott shortly before the end of last 
season and he was replaced by former 
Gillingham defender Barry Ashby. 

Ex-Wales manager and Leeds 
player Terry Yorath was also 
brought in as the club’s director of 
football. 


Blot on the 
landscape is 
transformed 
into homes 

A BUILDING described as an “eye¬ 
sore” by Thanet council is to be con¬ 
verted into flats. 

The property at 77 Eastern 
Esplanade, Cliftonville, which had 
been in disrepair for over 20 years, 
has been brought into use as afford¬ 
able housing, after more than a year’s 
worth of conversion work. 

It has been a key target of the coun¬ 
cil’s empty properties campaign in 
recent years, after it became a major 
problem with serious structural 
defects. 

Scaffolding had to be erected to pro¬ 
tect the public from falling masonry 
and two chimney stacks had to be 
demolished. 

The owner died and ownership had 
passed to various family members 
throughout Saudi Arabia. Tracing the 
beneficiaries became a major task 
and after failing to track them down, 
the council was left to foot the bill for 
the work.This was then registered as 
charges against the property at the 
Land Registry, giving the council the 
opportunity to use a law dating back 
over 80 years, thought to be the first 
time it had been used in Kent. 

A sale was enforced on the property 
in April 2007. 

Town and Country Housing Group, 
one of the council’s preferred afford¬ 
able housing partners, has been 
working to bring the property, which 
will become one- and two-bedroom 
flats, into use. 

The flats will be offered on a shared 
ownership basis allowing people on a 
low income to own part of the equity 
of the property and acquire more at a 
later stage when they can afford to. 

The flats range in price from 
£100,000 to £140,000.

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Isle has more 
on job benefit 
than anywhere 
else in county 

THE isle has a higher number of 
people claiming Job Seekers 
Allowance than anywhere else in 
Kent. 

According to figures released by 
the Office for National Statistics 
last week, 2,563 residents of the 
area claim the benefit, which 
accounts for 3.5 per cent of the isle’s 
total population. 

Of that number, 1,910 are males 
and 653 are females. 

The next highest region in the 
county is Shepway (Folkestone, 
Hythe and Romney Marsh), with 
1,484 people claiming JSA, 
accounting for 2.6 per cent of that 
population. 

Swale’s figure for claimants is 
1,686, Gravesham’s is 1,412 and 
Canterbury’s is 1,314. 

Dover comes next with 1,272, fol¬ 
lowed by Maidstone with 1,170 and 
then Ashford with 964. 

On contribution-based JSA, 
claimants aged 16-17 and 18-24 get 
£47.95, while those aged 25 or over 
claim up to £60.50. 

Income-based JSA means typi¬ 
cally the rates remain the same, 
but can change if claimants are 
part of a couple or have children.

THANET council will implement a 
task force operation to help 
Margate’s traders. 

The task force will be led by cabi¬ 
net member for commercial and 
environmental services, Cllr Shirley 
Tomlinson and its formation is 
aimed at addressing some of the 
concerns raised by businesses. 

The council say it will be part of 
renewed efforts to help support the 
traders and regenerate the town at 
a time of national economic unrest 
and follows a meeting in Margate.

“The success of Westwood Cross 
has affected trade in Margate, that’s 
a fact. We hope that by targeting 
core services, such as street cleans¬ 
ing, to the main areas of need in the 
town, we can help to make a differ¬ 
ence to businesses. 

“Margate has two of the most 
deprived wards in the South East 
and it’s important to reassure resi¬ 
dents we will continue with our 
regeneration efforts.”

Town's new swimming 
pool: the wait goes on 


Cannabis plants are 
destroyed after raid 

ANOTHER cannabis factory has been 
discovered on the isle by police.

PLANS to build a new swimming 
pool in Ramsgate have been put on 
hold, it has been confirmed. 

A report was submitted to Thanet council’s 
cabinet on Thursday night detailing the extent 
of the money problems surrounding the project. 

The authority’s officers say they are concer¬ 
ned the cost of a new pool cannot be met, as 
revealed by Yourthanet earlier this month. 

The new pool was to be funded by the selling 
of buildings under the council’s asset manage¬ 
ment plan, but the economic climate has seen 
the value of some properties put in doubt, if 
they can be sold at all. 

Cllr Jo Gideon, cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, health and communities, said: 
“It’s sad we’ve had to take this decision to put 
the project on hold for the moment, but in the 
current economic climate it was inevitable.

“Income through land and property sales is 
likely to be a lot lower than we had anticipated, 
due to the impact of the credit crunch.” 

However, there is a glimmer of light in the 
form of the Government’s free swimming pro¬ 
posals, which could kick-start the plans. 

Money totalling £60 million has been set 
aside to help with the building and modernis¬ 
ation of pools. 

To qualify for this funding, councils have to 
sign up to the programme, which is made up of 
two separate elements. 

An annual sum of £48,966 would cover free 
swimming for over-60s from April 2009, while 
free swimming for the under-16s would also be 
awarded a yearly grant, although the exact 
figure has yet to be confirmed. 


Thanet council has expressed an interest in 
both tiers of the programme, and proposals to 
bid for the funding will be discussed at a cabi¬ 
net meeting in October. 

Cllr Gideon said: ‘We still remain committed 
to improving swimming facilities in Thanet and 
that’s why this report is being brought before 
cabinet. 

“It offers an alternative way forward for the 
plans for Ramsgate swimming pool and, at the 
same time, provides the possibility of free 
swimming for those aged 60 and over or 16 and 
under.” 

She added: “The Government’s new funding 
programme may give us a potential way for¬ 
ward and that’s why the cabinet agreed to go 
forward with the free swimming programme 
and the bid for funding for Ramsgate swim¬ 
ming pool. If this proves to be successful, then 
it will help to put the project back on track.”

Wind farm blows a 
fine wind to port 

CONSTRUCTION of a huge wind farm off 
the county’s coast will boost the port of 
Ramsgate, it is hoped. 

Thanet Offshore Wind Ltd (TOW) has 
signed a lease with Thanet council to run an 
operations and maintenance base which will 
be situated in the town’s Military Road ware¬ 
house. 

It has signed up for 40 years and will employ a 
25-strong team of engineers and also use port 
office space to oversee the operation. 

Work on a substation at Richborough, which 
will feed the electricity produced by the tur¬ 
bines back into the national grid, is already 
under way. 

The firm plans to start installing the foundat¬ 
ions which will support the turbines this year. 

Project director Mark Petterson said: “We’re 
expecting all construction work o be complete 
by the end of next year. The 25 people will be 
taken on by our contractors Vestas and it’s up 
to them when they start, but I expect they will 
start hiring early next year.” 

Activity levels will “increase further in 
Spring 2009”, according to TOW. 

The wind farm will be 7.5 miles from 
Foreness Point and it is hoped it will produce 
energy for some 240,000 homes. 

Patrick Jarman, of the Thanet branch of 
Friends of the Earth, said: “It is good news. 
There is always debate about wind farms as to 
their long-term effectiveness but, from an 
environmentalist’s point of view, I can’t see the 
energy companies investing as much as they 
do in them without them believing in them. 

“Projects like this need to happen - we need 
to think seriously about renewable energies.” 

As part of the project a new pontoon will also 
be built. 

It will allow specialist boats, equipment and 
crews to safely access the port. 

While the building efforts are under way, 
TOW says there will be an increase in traffic 
around the area for 18 months.

Only fools would miss 
out on this convention

FANS of treasured British sitcom 
Only Fools and Horses will get the 
chance to meet some of their idols 
at an event this weekend. 

More than 1,500 visitors are expected to 
flock to the convention at Mote Park Leisure 
Centre in Maidstone on Sunday to meet stars 
of the show. 

They will also be able to see memorabilia 
from the multi award-winning show, including 
the famous three-wheeled van and some of Del 
Boy’s more outlandish outfits. 

Enthusiasts can buy rare items from the 
programme in an auction and will even have 
the chance to sit in Del Boy’s chair and con¬ 
template ‘get rich quick’ schemes, as the con¬ 
vention features a faithful recreation of the 
Trotters’ flat. 

After eleven years of touring the country this 
is the first time the official fan club’s show will 
head to Kent. 

Perry Aghajanoff, president of the Only Fools 
Appreciation Society, said: “So far the response 
has been tremendous. Our perfect demograph¬ 
ic was the Essex man, as historically Essex is 
the old East End, but maybe it’s now Kent. 

“I’m quite excited about it. The show’s got an 
affinity with Kent because the Jolly Boys 
Outing episode was filmed in Margate. That’s 
most people’s favourite episode, so it’s like 
bringing it home.” 

Among the actors due to appear are Roger 
Lloyd Pack, who played the loveable dimwit 
Trigger, and Paul Barber, who played Denzil, 
the hapless Scouser frequently in trouble 
through his involvement with Del Boy’s ludi¬ 
crous schemes. 

Patrick Murray, better known as Mickey 
Pearce, Roy Heather who played Nag’s Head 
landlord Sid, and Ben Smith, the last actor to 
play Del Boy’s son Damien, are also due to 
attend. 

According to Mr Aghajanoff, the actors are 
happy to revisit the past and meet fans, 




despite there not having been a new episode 
for five years. 

“In the past they’ve been signing for nine 
hours without a break. They’re real troopers,” 
he said. “Everyone gets their autograph, 
though we have a fair use policy. Autographs 
and photo opportunities are free.” 

Mr Aghajanoff, 44, has been running the fan 
club since 1993 and can now boast 10,000 
members worldwide.

The club first began for his own amusement 
but soon grew into a success and became the 
appreciation society with greater involvement 
with the show.

Therapy CD 
aims to help 
dogs cope on 
Bonfire Night 

THE RSPCA is appealing to dog-owners to 
start preparing pets for Bonfire Night by 
using sound therapy to minimise the dis¬ 
tress caused by exploding fireworks. 

The number of firework related calls 
received by the RSPCA’s national control 
centre rose to 940 in 2007 - more than dou¬ 
ble the 456 received in 1999. 

In a bid to reduce this number, the 
RSPCA has endorsed the Sounds Scary CD 
therapy pack, produced by Sound Therapy 
4 Pets. 

This can be used to help dogs learn to be 
less afraid of loud fizzes and bangs in the 
build up to the traditional Bonfire Night 
celebrations, with a two-CD pack featuring 
a wide variety of firework sounds, as well as 
thunder and gunshots. 

Mark Evans, the animal charity’s chief 
vet, said: “Fireworks and other loud noises 
are a source of great anxiety for many 
dogs. 

Volume 

“This year, the RSPCA’s fireworks cam¬ 
paign is encouraging people to help treat 
and prevent their dogs’ fireworks fears 
using the Sounds Scary CD - a scientifical¬ 
ly proven therapy tool. 

“We want owners to help their dogs 
become less afraid of fireworks noises well 
in advance of the fireworks season, rather 
than attempting and often failing to pro¬ 
vide short-term fixes that have no long¬ 
term benefit.” 

The CD works by gradually allowing dogs 
to be less afraid of loud noises. 

It should initially be played at a very low 
level, so that the dog shows no reaction to 
the noises. 

The volume can then be gradually 
increased in the months leading up to 
November 5, until the dog doesn’t react to 
the noises, even when the CD is played at 
moderate to full volume. 

The last stage is to teach the dog to asso¬ 
ciate the sound of the CD with something 
he or she finds pleasant and rewarding, 
such as food or play.

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Move to widen 
range of speed 
camera offences 


Flight of mercy 

Invicta star James in air ambulance fund-raising dash

DRIVERS not wearing seat belts, using mobile 
phones, or texting could soon be punished after 
being caught on speed camera. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership wants to widen the range of 
offences it deals with beyond breaking speed 
limits and jumping red lights. 

The controversial proposals will be discussed 
by a meeting of Kent’s Assistant Chief 
Constables on Tuesday, September 30 after get¬ 
ting the approval of Kent County Council. 

Likely testing ground 
is the Medway towns - 
but nothing has yet been 
finalised. 

The move comes after 
the speed camera group 
received new video 
equipment which makes 
identification of drivers 
easier. 

But it would still mean 
motorists would have to be 
using a mobile phone when passing the cameras 
for the proposed new ruling to be enforced. 

Similar regulations are currently in opera¬ 
tion in Surrey and Hampshire, according to 
Chris Rogers, project manager for the Kent 
camera operators. 

He said: “While we are doing our job our oper¬ 
ators see a number of other offences which they 
have up to now ignored. 

“The idea is that they widen their remit to 
include such things as seat belts and phones. 

“If an operator did witness an offence such as 
a driver on the phone the idea is that they 
would note the time and registration of the car 
on a pad. Back up video would then further 
strengthen the case. 

“But we would have to be very sure, someone 
might well have their hand up to the side of 
their head while driving, but maybe they are 
suffering from toothache. 

“Alternatively a motorist’s hand may be off 
the wheel and it may be that they are texting 
below the level of the dashboard. But they may 
also be attempting to brush a wasp away. 

“So we will have to be very sure an offence 
has been committed before taking any action.” 

What punishments will be dished out in the 
event of the plans coming into force has yet to 
be decided. 

Mr Rogers said: “The final decision is with 
the police now.” 


INVICTA FM breakfast show 
presenter James Heming was 
challenged live on air this week to 
go head to head with fundraisers 
from the Kent Air Ambulance - in 
a competition to see who could 
raise the most cash.

It is one of the most important 
services in the county and assists many peo¬ 
ple when they are in real danger. 

“I was very happy to help.” 

The Air Ambulance Trust sent out its team 
in a vehicle and they toured supermarkets - 
offering to bag up people’s shopping in 
exchange for donations. 

Meanwhile James took to the air - cour¬ 
tesy of a helicopter belong to air ambulance 
supporters aviation company AV8. 

He soon arrived at the office of the Kent 
Children’s Information Service in Maidstone 
where he picked up a donation of £100. 

Mark Bentley, Gillingham FC club captain, 
met him at the teams training ground and 
handed over an autographed shirt and ball, 
together with five pairs of match tickets. 

Hospital Lane Dental clinic along Blue 
Bell Hill then signed over a cheque for £250 
with Kent Reliance Building Society donat¬ 
ing £650. He then dropped in on Dickens 
World in Chatham, Lydden Hill race track 
and Heme Bay Golf Club before heading 
back to the station’s studio. 

A spokeswoman for the tmst said: “The 
challenge formed the start of an important 
week for us when it comes to raising money 
and awareness. 

“People will be out all week explaining

what we do and asking for help from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

“The air ambulance is called out on aver¬ 
age between three and four times a day - 
half of these shouts are usually road traffic 
accidents but we also assist people hurt in 
the home or in industrial incidents. 

‘We are online 365 days a year and follow¬ 


ing statistics which showed air ambulances 
made a difference in only three per cent of 
incidents we put doctors on board. 

“Our own research shows that in 53 per¬ 
cent of the accidents we attend we make a 
difference - and I personally know of people 
who would not be alive now where it not for 
our helicopter.”

JK Rowling's million will miss 
the family mark under labour 


SO the author who gave us Harry 
Potter - a single parent who 
clawed her way to fame and for¬ 
tune by her own efforts - is 
rewarding Gordon Brown’s Labour 
Party with a £1 million donation. 

Because she believes they look after single 
parents and vulnerable families better than 
the Tories, whose promise to re-recognise 
marriage in the tax system offends her. 

However, the gap between rich and poor has 
hardly shifted under a decade of Labour govern¬ 
ment. The statistics suggest that married cou¬ 
ples stay together longer. Research tells us 
children of married couples do better, even 
when parents split up. 

Given these simple facts, it would appear 
that JK Rowling would rather pretend that 
Labour does help poorer families than face the 
really important truth here: that marriage and 
family are the one true stable building block of 
our society, and we undermine it, and its inherent 
values, at our peril. 

Labour has attacked the traditional family 


unit throughout its time in power - from the 
mantras that declared the only good mum is a 
working mum to removal of any reference to 
marriage in government forms and the end of 
any tiny slice of taxation support for marriage. 

Labour has, during the time it has had a 
traditional family unit in Downing Street, 
done more to destroy the idea of family than 
any previous government. 

The number of marriages, making the 
lifelong commitment that marks success for 
so many family units, has never been lower. 
Divorces never higher. Those who saw parents 
live together without marrying, not seeing the 
need to marry or understanding the commit¬ 
ment involved... more numerous than ever. 

The basic building block has been eroded, 
replaced with a sense of instant gratification 
that could come from a computer game. 

The price is all around us. Absentee fathers, 
emotionally damaged children, loving security 
and solid foundations simply not available to 
many of our young people. And teachers and 
social workers pick up the bill on our behalf. 

The answers are not all about money. 
Many families who have married and live in 


the traditional way feel penalised for their 
lifestyle choice. They do not fit any focus or 
hard-to-reach group, so favoured by gov¬ 
ernment spin doctors. They are, rather, sim¬ 
ply the glue that holds much of our society 
together - whose contribution is ignored and 
denigrated at our peril. 

And that is the real mistake JK Rowling 
has made... pretending that somehow there 
is a battle between the married and the single 
parent and only one can be encouraged and 
supported. 

Too many families feel this government has 
left them behind in its race to promote every 
creed, culture and special interest group it can 
find. Married families are invisible to the Labour 
Party, unwelcome to its approach to life, and to be 
quietly shunted away into the past. 

It is a huge error which will cost votes as 
struggling households take their revenge on 
government arrogance. Enjoy the money, 
Gordon, but do be sure you count the cost.

Hollow job promise 
of China Gateway 

• Open letter to Thanet council deputy leader 
Cllr Roger Latchford. 

WE moved to the area just over 
two years ago, but while we are 
new residents we have been regular 
visitors to Thanet over the last 25 
years, visiting my family who have 
lived in Westgate since the early 80s. 

Over the years we have seen the 
decline and some of the recovery of 
the area in such developments as 
Westwood Cross and the emerging 
regeneration of areas of Ramsgate. 

Having moved from an area with 
very high employment, inward 
investment and first-class 
education, the comparisons are not 
too favourable and I can understand 
how the potential of the China 
Gateway development may be seen 
as a potential boon to the area. 

I am concerned and wish to 
express my concerns to you for 
onward representation. 

This proposal will have a 
massively detrimental impact on 
the land stock in this very heavily 
over-built comer of the country. 

The county, nation and indeed the 
world need every bit of agricultural 
land to be utilised for food 
production. Globally, food prices 
are rocketing and the carbon 
footprint associated with the long¬ 
distance transportation of 
foodstuffs is damaging the 
environment, so it makes sense 
to produce what we can locally on 
land that has been doing so for 
millennia. 

Thanet simply cannot bear the 
permanent loss to concrete of more 
than 100 acres of land, not to 
mention the possible effect on 
the water supplies caused by the 
covering of a large surface area of 
the aquifers and the impact on an 
already chronically congested road 
network. 

In my career as a managing 
director of a US-owned business 
based in the UK, with associates in

China, I travelled there on business 
and also operated as a consultant 
to a Chinese business importing 
goods to Europe via the UK. 

I can state with some conviction 
that the Chinese, who are very 
conscious of employment 
legislation, social costs of European 
employment, the salary 
expectations of British workers 
and, to be brutally frank, the 
productivity levels in the UK, will 
move heaven and earth to ensure 
that there are as few as possible 
requirements for UK-based labour 
involved in the ‘route to market’ 
for their products. 

All the added value will be taken 
in China, with no requirement in 
the UK for sustainable and 
meaningful employment. 

The job creation promise is 
a hollow one. While there will 
undoubtedly be some jobs, they will 
be low-level and potentially based 
on seasonal contracts and part- 
time; they will not bring significant 
cash benefit to the area with large 
numbers of well-paid employees 
spending their salaries in the area. 

Thanet deserves continued and 
sustainable investment in education 
and sustainable job creation - and 
this will not solve the problem. 

I have no idea what your personal 
and party position is on the subject 
as it is not stated on your website. 
However, I implore you to take note 
of my concerns and express them in 
the appropriate forum.

Instrumental^ rocking

ONE of the joys of contemporary 
popular music is there is some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

Cowboys and square dancers have country 
music, students have acid house, teenage girls 
have bubblegum pop and masochists have 
Take That. 

Of course, the number of sub-genres branch¬ 
ing off the mainstream pop, rock, indie, rap 
categories runs into the thousands, catering 
for every music fan’s particular taste. 

With this in mind, I bring you the county’s 
leading self-titled ‘instrumental stoner rock¬ 
ers’ Sons of Alpha Centauri, guest band on The 
Ether. 

Quite how big the instrumental stoner rock 
scene extends is anyone’s guess, but SOAC are 
leading the way in Kent. 

The Swale-based quartet, named after the 
brightest star in the constellation Centaurus 
and the third brightest star visible from 
Earth, have established themselves as pio¬ 
neers of progressive, layered riff rock since 
forming in 2001. 

Their focus is on recording complex, musical 
landscapes, drawing influences from the 
worlds of classic rock through to avant-garde 
experimentation. 

Despite their epic sound, bassist Nick 
Hannon said writing was not an overly long- 
winded process: “Song writing is not difficult 
at all for us really. When we have exhausted 
all emotion in a concept thread then the track 
concludes naturally. 

“Revisions are occasionally made to tracks 
for live performance but often we’ll find the 
writing process is ongoing and non-exhaustive 
due to the wide spectrum of styles and experi¬ 
mental ideas we incorporate into our sound. 

‘We don’t work within boundaries.” 

Nick added that the band were much happi¬ 
er in the studio than on the road, keeping the 
band true to their ‘artistic integrity over com¬ 
mercial gain’ ethos. 

He said: Writing new material and keeping 
it real is the way forward for this band. We 


don’t play live much at all - it’s not a priority 
- well at least not at the moment anyway. 

“Some bands have just four songs and play a 
hundred shows. We’d rather play four shows 
and have a hundred songs. 

“That way we guarantee each show will be 
unique and never again replicated.” 

SOAC fans will be pleased to hear the band 
is due to play their first gig in 18 months - and 
their only show this year - in Sheemess in 
December. 


Nick said the next step was to release an 
album, saying: We’ve got a new album coming 
out soon which is a collaboration with 
Yawning Man from the United States and it’s 
some pretty groundbreaking material in the 
instrumental arena. 

“That band has influenced a lot of instru¬ 
mental acts around the world so working with 
them was pretty inspirational.”

On track for a close encounter

ADVENTURE lovers are sure to 
be spoilt for choice in Nepal. 

You can hike the peaks of the Himalayas, 
paraglide off vertical rock-faces, ride mountain 
bikes down the biggest mountains in the world 
and speed down cliff-lined gorges in an inflat¬ 
able raft, with only a foot-long plastic oar 
between you and oblivion. 

Nepal is such a popular destination with 
Saga the travel company has relaxed its rules 
to carry 40-year-olds, providing they are the 
travelling companions of somebody over 50. 

After a comfortable business class flight to 
Kathmandu, it was only a short flight due 
west to Nepal’s famous Royal Chitwan 
National Park. 

After a short river crossing, a four-wheel 
drive vehicle carried us to the Tiger Tops 
Jungle Lodge and with only a few hours before 
sunset, we met the creatures that would be 
both our means of transport and our expert 
tiger-finding devices. 

Towering above our group was Bob, also 
known as Shamsher Gaj, an elegant Indian 
elephant; a 27-year-old, nine-and-a-half feet 
tall, five ton beast, to keep us safe from the 
ferocious Bengal tiger. 

The best views of Bengal tigers are to be 
enjoyed from Bob’s back, allegedly, but our 
guide Danny, standing fearlessly on Bob’s 
lower back, explained that an elephant which 
smells a tiger will, given half the chance, leg it 
the other way pronto. To discourage him, the

driver must prod his ears: Left ear, left. Right 
ear, right.

The vegetation is dense and lush. Thin, tall 
stalks of elephant grass brush my feet. Exotic 
birds fly overhead. As we cross the river, run¬ 
ning low in the dry season, the sand bank 


reveals traces of the jungle’s inhabitants. Then 
some excitement: tiger tracks! They’re as clear 
as in a children’s book. Surely we’ll find a tiger 
now? But no, three hours later, still without 
tiger but rather saddle-sore from the pursuit, 
we pack it in for the night and return to our 
base camp. Tomorrow we’ll look again. 

Calling it base camp probably doesn’t do our 
accommodation justice. At the Tiger Tops 
Jungle Lodge they do a spectacular job of 
keeping you comfortable, despite the remote¬ 
ness and eco-friendly rules. 

Its spacious rooms are built from local mat¬ 
erials and hot water comes to the en-suite 
bathrooms twice a day. Nights are cold in 
Nepal, so the hot-water bottle is a nice touch. 

They serve delicious Nepali food, similar to 
Indian but with less oil and fewer spices, 
inside a giant Gol Ghar or round house, heat¬ 
ed with a huge fire in the middle. 

After a night’s solid rest, we’re back on the 
tiger trail. It’s quiet and still, apart from Bob’s 
chewing. We come to an opening in the trees 
and there’s a monkey, pointing and gibbering. 
Ha, ha, the silly monkey, we laugh, and then 
realise it’s pointing at the massive tiger right 
in front of us! 

The tiger is insouciant. It looks up, has a 
think, stretches a little and turns around. The 
encounter only lasted a minute or so but left 
such a clear impression. It’s a stunning beast. 
Muscular and proud, fierce and yet completely 
cool. As we gaze, more than a little awestruck, 
the tiger prowls off, silent but deadly. 

That evening we toast our tiger-chasing 
exploits and prepare the lurid tales to tell on 
our return.

Improving now 
easier as Flint 
relaxes the 
planning laws 

THE Government has relaxed planning 
permission rules for home-owners look¬ 
ing to build extensions. 

Under the changes, people planning to 
extend for the first time will be able to do 
so without needing to pay to up to £1,000 
to be granted specific planning permis¬ 
sion. 

As a result, some 80,000 of all house¬ 
holder applications will be removed from 
the planning system each year. 

However, larger extension will still 
need permission. 

Housing minister Caroline Flint said: 
“I am scrapping the red tape so it is 
much easier to convert the loft into that 
extra bedroom and build on an exten¬ 
sion. 

“Often people grow out of the family 
home, but now those who don’t really 
want to move will find it easier to 
improve instead.”

space as required, while reclining is not only 
good for adult passengers on long journeys but 
better for fitting child seats. 

Pushing the rear seats right back and then 
reclining the front ones creates a decent bed 
settee too. Headroom and cabin storage is 
excellent, but the car’s spaciousness - its 
biggest selling point - loses impact through a 
universally black interior. 

A short overhang/long wheelbase chassis 
gives the Materia a decent ride and grip though 
it does wallow a bit on the bends when laden. 

Mind you, the five-speed manual shift - a 
four-speed auto is also offered - is a bit too 
wafty for spirited driving, while the 102bhp 
1.5-litre petrol engine is willing, but lets you 
know about it under acceleration although 
motorway cruising is acceptable. 

The unit’s 169g/km of C02 emissions also 
places the car in a relatively high road tax 
banding costing £170/year. 

The centre-mounted speedo and tiny indica¬ 
tor repeaters paired with a feeble audible 
warning do not make the driver’s job easy 
either, but you cannot ignore the Materia’s 
value, space or sense of fun.

BRIDGING THE GAP? North Kent should benefit from the development and investment plans put in place as part of the Thames Gateway scheme, according to one property professional 


ONE of Kent’s leading property 
experts says the Thames Gateway 
and the northern part of the coun¬ 
ty are strongly placed for when 
the market bounces back - and 
claims investors are on the prowl 
for bargains. 

James Pilcher, chairman and founding direc¬ 
tor of Caxtons chartered surveyors, which 
operates across the county, said property is at 
least tangible - it doesn’t disappear. 

He told a packed meeting that most people 
had benefited from substantial value rises 
during the boom years and that property 
would recover as would the economy. 

He said: “Recessions do end, we know that, it 
is just a question of when.” 

He added: “Also the real silver lining is that 
this is a time of opportunity for investors with 
cash and equity. And there are lots of investors 
in this position. 

“My investment clients are coming back into 
the market and they are looking at best buys 
in the residential property sector as well 
as commercial properties that have potential, 
such as half finished schemes, attractive

yield properties and land with planning or 
potential.” 

But he cautioned: “In times such as this it is 
important to take care, particularly with 
over-rented properties, high-risk tenants and 
secondary properties that look cheap but have 
little long-term potential.” 

He emphasised that while the property mar¬ 
ket was extremely difficult and challenging, 
business was still being done: “It’s harder to 
achieve deals and not so exciting, but there are 
plenty of projects to work on and we are all 
getting on with it.” 

Mr Pilcher said that while the boom times 
could not go on for ever, “the hangover we are 
experiencing is proving to be a very big one, 
with no sign of a quick bounce back.” 

While the hope had been that north Kent 
would, as a Government-designated develop¬ 
ment area and with the 2012 Olympics loom¬ 
ing, be insulated from the downturn, the real¬ 
ity was that “when things get bad they get bad 
across the board”. 

But the brighter news was that north 
Kent and the Thames Gateway was, he 
hoped, much better placed for when the 


market starts to recovers. He was guest speak¬ 
er at a Property and Construction Club break¬ 
fast meeting, the fourth such get-together 
organised by law firm Thomson Snell and 
Passmore and Thames Gateway Property and 
Construction. 

It was attended by more than 60 delegates 
from the region. 

Looking at the market over the last 18 
months, he said commercial investment sales 
volumes were down 50 per cent, commercial 
values were down 10 to 20 per cent - Bluewater 
alone had recently been down-valued 12 per 
cent - and occupier demand had weakened. 

The residential property market was in an 
even bleaker state, with sales values down 50 
per cent overall but probably nearer 70 per 
cent in recent months. About 4,000 estate 
agents had already lost their jobs and Halifax, 
the country’s leading agent, had shut 53 
branches. 

He said: “Certainly on the commercial side, 
occupiers are going to continue to be very 
important over the coming months and land¬ 
lords are likely to cling to them, offering incen¬ 
tives and lower rents.” 

Mr Pilcher thought Government moves to 
underpin parts of the property market would 
probably not be enough to hasten recovery.
